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WHAT PRICK RECESS? 
There is so me pro spect that the recess 
and recall o f Co ngress w ill no t achiev e any 
o f the purpo ses said to hav e mo tiv ated the 
J o hnso n-Ray burn leadership. 
The anno unced ex planatio n was that 
Co ngress co uld no t. in the time remaining 
befo re the natio nal co nv entio ns, co mplete 
actio n o n many majo r items o f legislatio n, 
including medical aid to the aged, a new 
minimum wage lev el, and a ho using meas­ 
ure. 
One co uld hardly questio n the time ele­ 
ment. 
But by the same to ken we must wo nder, 
to o , ho w much the Senate and Ho use will 
acco mplish fro m Aug. 8 , the date fo r reco n­ 
v ening, and the beginning o f heav y fall 
campaigning. 
Mo st lawmakers will be eager to hit the 
ro ad. Undo ubtedly so me will cho o se to pass 
up the August sessio n alto gether. The 
slightest snag in the pro ceedings co uld pro ­ 
lo ng them and diminish the o utlo o k fo r sub­ 
stantial achiev ement. 
So me o bserv ers hav e argued that the re­ 
cess was arranged with the tho ught it 
might pro mo te the presidential candidacy 
o f Majo rity Leader Ly ndo n J o hnso n. 
Since a go o d many co nv entio n delegates 
are co ncerned ev er landing legislatio n in 
Washingto n, the po int was made that 
J o hnso n’s co mmand o v er these matters 
co uld giv e him lev erage with delegates at 
Lo s Angeles. Much ev idence is already in 
hand, ho wev er, to suggest that this kind o f 
influence may no t pro v e decisiv e with the 
delegates. They are much mo re respo nsiv e, 
as a general rule, to the preferences and 
pressures ex erted by their go v erno rs and 
o ther state party leaders o perating o n the 
ho me scene. 
It has also been co ntended that the re­ 
turn o f Co ngress wo uld actually launch the 
campaign a mo nth so o ner than planned, 
and put the burdens upo n the two winning 
no minees who will be striv ing to keep the 
spo tlight o n themselv es. 
In No v ember v o ters will be cho o sing a 
president o n the basis o f what they judge 
to be his qualificatio ns. Mo st v o ters think 
o f the perfo rmance o f Co ngress as a thing 
apart. They are no t inclined to use the 
co ngressio nal bo x sco re in picking a man 
fo r the White Ho use. 
Furthermo re, all the men no w' under co n­ 
sideratio n fo r the presidency are reso urce­ 
ful indiv iduals who almo st certainly will 
find way s to keep themselv es in bright, 
sharp fo cus thro ugh the do g day s when 
Co ngress meets again.

Po litics is the a rt o f co ntro lling peo ple. In a 
dem o cracy , the peo ple can v o te the po liticians o u t 
o f ex istence; in an au to cratic o r to talitarian fo rm 
o f go v ernm ent, the peo ple can reso rt to rev o lu tio n. 
In e ither instance, the peo ple are led by o thers 
than tho se in po wer. 
E ach place and perio d requ ires a different 
idio m and a different gestu re, bu t the a r t o f 
m anipu latio n is alway s the same. Stalin, fo r in­ 
stance, had it easy becau se he co u ld kill his o p­ 
po nents; R ichard C ro ker depriv ed his o ppo nents 
o f a liv eliho o d; the Yare bro thers o f Philadelphia 
dro v e m en fro m pu blic life. T heir techniqu es w ere 
co arse as co m pared to K ru shchev 's, the play -acto r, 
who achiev es so mu ch by pu blic relatio ns. His

F ra n klin D. Ro o sev elt w as u ndo u btedly the

the Repu blican 
Stim so n and the Co m m u nist Bro wder; the idealis­ 
tic Tu gwell and the pedestrian Ed Fly nn: the 
Dem o crat, Jim Farley , and the So cialist, Sidney 
Hillman. One can go o n listing Ro o sev elt's co m ­ 
plex es, bu t the fact is that while ho left lew 
friends who wo rship him as H erbert Ho o v er co n­ 
tinu es to hav e, im po rtant elem ents am o ng the 
masses ad o re his memo ry . His m ark was u po n the 
po pu lace no t u po n the intim ate. Tho se who kno w 
him least lo v ed him mo st. 
F ro m this descriptio n o f Ro o sev elt’s perso n­ 
ality , o ne can draw the co nclu sio n that the sm a rt 
po litician is o ne who w alks o n bo th sides o f the 
street. It has nev er been tru e. A co m petent, effec­ 
tiv e. su ccessfu l po litician alw ay s takes his stand. 
T he reaso n that the bu sinessm an nearly alway s 
fails in po litics is that he attem pts to be cu te. 
He believ es that the cu sto m er is alway s right 
and he will sell the cu sto m er bo th w hite and pink 
so ap if necessary . He mo lds himself to the cu s­ 
to m er's taste. Tho m as E. Dewey depended u po n 
po lls to a g re a te r ex tent tha n any o ther po litician 
and he w as defeated; H a rry T ru m an depended 
u po n his o w n sensibilities an d he is still a facto r 
in po litics. Wendell Willkie w an ted the su ppo rt o f 
the N atio nal Asso ciatio n o f M anu factu rers and o f 
the Willkie clu bs which w ere New Dealish R epu b­ 
licans. Nelso n Ro ckefeller has m aintained a staff 
o f all kinds o f ex perts to tell him w hat to say . 
Po liticians m u st take a stand bu t they are 
flex ible becau se thc> deal with the sam e em o ­ 
tio nalism tha t requ ires a w o m an to w ear her 
skirt o ne inch abo v e o r belo w the knee, depending 
o n the y ear. Bu t the wo m an do es no t change. T he 
po litician can tu rn o n a dime, bu t he do es no t 
mo v e fro m his po sitio n. T he better he can acco m ­ 
plish this feat, the lo nger he lasts. 
I hav e been in the bu siness o f w atching po li­ 
ticians m an and ho y fo r m o re than half a cen ­ 
tu ry . I knew Tim Su lliv an, Leo n Tro tzky , Su n 
Yat-sen. B aro n Shidehara —to m entio n o nly a few 
v ery skillfu l m anim lato rs o f men. One o f the 
brightest po liticians o f my ex perience w as Mike 
Bo ro din, a Chicago lawy er, who m K arl R adek 
selected to beco me the d ictato r o f China w ith 
Chiang Kai-shek as his pawn. Bo ro din w as bril­ 
liant in a stran g e co u ntry am o ng a v ery stran g e 
gro u p o f peo ples. 
The wo rd, principle, is generally co nfu sed w ith 
the wo rd, pu rpo se. We say tha t Carm ine Do Sapio 
is w itho u t principle bu t tha t Mrs. E leano r Ro o se­ 
v elt has principle. W hat we really mean, in po li­ 
tics, w hen w e say that is that each has a pu rpo se 
and tha t their pu rpo ses are different. If, fo r in­ 
stance, y o u w a n t to test tha t try ' to w rite do wn 
w hat y o u believ e are the principles which gu ide 
C arm ine Do Sapio and E leano r Ro o sev elt. No m a t­ 
te r ho w different their pu rpo ses are, their prin ­ 
ciples will tu rn o u t to be the sam e 
and v ery thin 
o nes at that. 
T he po litician who is all things to all m en 
fails. F ra n klin D. Ro o sev elt was no t all things to 
all men. His a rt was that he m anipu lated v arieties 
o f m en to accept Ro o sev elt. P erhaps that to o w as 
the gift o f Dr. Samu el Jo hnso n who co u ld no t 
w rite as entertainingly as Bo swell o r paint at all 
like Rey no lds o r be a po et like G o ldsm ith- bu t all 
men sat at his feet.

Pu blic c a rrie rs are least cro w ded at this early 
ho u r. 
If y o u ’re mo to ring, y o u ’ll find the air co o l, 
the ro ads relativ ely deserted and the ho t ro dders 
co nspicu o u s by their absence. 
As so o n as y o u ’re well o n the o pen ro ad (if 
y o u ’re m o to rin g ', sto p fo r breakfast and co m ple­ 
tio n o f y o u r m o rning to ilet.

Mo., Truman said: 
“ I must stand by my original 
decision and the statement I made 
at the press conference July 2 in 
Independence. 
“ I am as sorry as T can be about 
the situation. Let me say again 
there is nothing personal about 
my attitude. 
“But I cannot lend my self to 
what is happening.” 
At the July 2 news conference. 
Truman had said, in effect, that 
the convention was rigged in favor 
of Sen. John F. Kennedy of Mass­ 
achusetts.

Campbell turned down an offer 
to join the Detroit News as a fi­ 
nancial writer and traveled to Eu­ 
rope. There he joined the now de­ 
funct Paris edition of the Tribune 
as a subscription salesman. 
He 
work ed his way up through Trib- 
ure positions until, in 1935, he be­ 
came advertising manager, a post 
he held until 1949. 
He 
became 
treasurer 
of

Tribune Co. in 1946, vice presi­ 
dent in 1951, and president in 1955, 
when he also became publisher of 
the Chicago Tribune. 
He was executor to the estate 
of Col. Robert McCormick , famed 
former publisher of the Tribune.
